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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues Cool ICE makes no mention of 
LAN (local area newtork) or LAN modem; therefore Applicants strongly disagree that anyone practicing Cool ICE would be motivated to 
employ a LAN or LAN modem. Applicant argues the examiner has not provided sufficient motivation for a prima facia case of obviousness. 
In response to Applicants argument the Examiner respectfully maintains the rejection as cited in the Office Action mailed May 31 , 2006. 
The architecture of Cool ICE environment provides for LAN structure note Figure 1-1 Internet/Intranet connections. Also the structure of 
the independent claims is Jepson type which implies admission that the subject mater of the preamble is prior art work of another (i.e. 
public digital communications network suggests LAN structure). Bahatia was cited for teaching transferring an unavailability message as 
an HTML display page to said user terminal. Bahatia teaches dynamically constructing a web page that includes a predefined sequence of 
information or code segments wherein the segments may represent a dialog box with an event-specific textual message to display a 
specific nature such as detected fault condition see col. 7 lines 4-26; col. 24 lines 12-46 and lines 57-66 and abstract. Bahatia also 
teaches LAN configuration in which the transfer of messages would be provided remotely to the end-user note Figure 1 , 1 B and 20, 
abstract and col. 1 1 line 20 through col. 12 line 63.. 
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
